SAYS BERNIE HARRIS 
AS THE financial crisis besetting Can- 


berra Arrows deepens, the Downer 
Olympic club, which funds the Arrows, 
has sent a letter of appeal to its mem- 
bers seeking weekly or lump sum pay- 
ments to keep Canberra Arrows in the 


National League. 


The letter comes after a 
meeting at which members 
of Downer questioned the 
wisdom of continuing to 
pour money into the 
Arrows, projected to incur 
a deficit this season of at 
least $190,000. 

In the letter, this appeal is 
made: “We refer to the spe- 
cial general meeting held re- 
cently and discussions about the 
budget and financial position in 
general. We herewith appeal to 
{you as a member arid supporter 
af Soccer to help us raise 
money necessary to field a 
National League team. 

“If every member would 
donate $5 per week, it would 
very much help the cause, or 
perhaps you would like to 
donate a lump sum rather than 
pledge a weekly payment 
This would also be very much 
appreciated. 

“I is hoped that our mem- 
bers have enough interest in 
Soccer to help, and the club 
would be grateful 

Hoping to hear from you 
soon.” 

The letter is signed by 
club president, Angelo 
Stramarcos. 

The financial problems of 
the Arrows are continuing 
to cause much concem to 
local officials and, although 
the special general meeting 
of Downer Olympic agreed 
that in principle the club has 
a commitment to the 
Arrows for the balance of 


the season, it is known that 
a move is gathering support 
for another meeting of 
members of Downer to be 
held in June — for a report 
on the financial situation. 

Meanwhile the Arrows 
play their first home match 
next weekend since April 8. 
‘There will then be a further 
two away matches before 
another home game and 
then a layoff for the interna~ 
sionals, Little mcome will 
be generated in the next few 
weeks and the cash flow 
problems of the club are 
expected to reach despera- 
tion point 

However, by a strange 
twist of fate other ethnic 
communities will indirectly 
be assisting the Arrows 
The best attendance of the 
season was achieved against 
Parramatta Melita Eagles 
with at least half the crowd 
of 1800 being Maltese sup- 
porting their club. The next 
two home matches "are 
against Melbourne Croatia 
and Sydney Croatia, and 
cach game will atteact the 
fiercely nationalistic fervour 
of the local and interstate 
Croatian communities. 

But unless there is a posi- 
tive response to the latest 
appeal for funds — and 
many interpret the action as 
a sign of the panic button 
being pushed — the future 
is bleak indeed for the 
Arrows.

The benefit is, therefore 
two-fold. The NSL team 
provides something for 
young players to aim for, 
while at the same time it 
returns players with first 
class experience to the local 
scene. The net result is an 
overall rise in standard. 

It seems logical to me, 
therefore, that as local Soc- 
cer in general benefits from 
an NSL team, then all Soc 
cer organisations and clubs 
in areas like Newcastle and 
the ACT should contribute 
towards it.

This was confirmed by 
the president of the Asso- 
ciation, Eline Watson, 
when we contacted her re- 
cently for an interview on 
the tour. 

Mrs Watson said that, 
although the invitation 
came out of the blue and 
could cause some problems 
due to overlapping tour 
dates, the girls in the 
national side were excited 
about the prospect. 

With so many activities 
planned for the year and 
only seven months in which 
to plan for the mainland 
China trip, Mrs Watson 
was asked if anything had 
been set in motion for the 
tournament, 

The president said that 
when the AWSA received 
the invitation to tour, 
which had been received via 
the ASF the first thing her 
committee had to examine 
was the possibility of an 
overlapping situation with 
the Occania Cup which 
would also be held during 
the time the Australian side 
had been invited to China 
on October 14 

“Whilst we found that 
the two tours did overlap 
slightly, this was offset by 
the fact that our national 
team would gain much 
wider experience when 
competing against other top 
nations in China,” Mrs 
Watson said. 

She explained further that 
they had been told that the 
Chinese generally organised 
their carnivals exceptionally 
well and were spot on with 
all the. details. 

Mrs Watson said that be- 
cause of the importance of 
meeting top teams from 
other Soccer regions, the 
AWSA was looking at the 
idea of sending their num- 
ber one team to China and 
using the Oceania Cup as a 
youth training tournament. 

We asked her what was 
the reason behind that idea 
and she said that primarily, 
her committee thought that 
by doing this, they may be 
able to get some assistance 
under the youth training 
development scheme and 
save the money from a 
sporting grant from the 
Federal Government to be 
used on an Australian “A” 
side, 

Mrs Watson said that the 
secondary consideration 
was that already the New 
Zealanders had said that, as 
they would be competing in 
Taiwan during the time the 
Oceania Cup was to be 
held, they (NZ) wanted it 
stipulated that the Oceania 
Tournament could be an 
‘open event and a contest 
not strictly for national 
sides. 

We asked Mrs Watson if 
her Association —_ had 
approached any of the Gov- 
ernment departments for 
assistance. 

“We approached the 
problem in three ways,” 
Mrs Watson explained. 
“We sent a letter to the 
Department of Sport and 
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to tour China later tl 


Recreation to see if we 
could obtain a sports grant 
for both teams. We wrote 
to Foreign Affairs’ also to 
sce if they could assist us in 
view of the fact that we 
would be strengthening ties 
with China which is just 
starting to come back into 
the fold of international 
sporting competition and 
we contacted the ASF too.”
